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Report of the Grand Jury. 

The Grand Jury beg to recommend that some 
vigorous action be speedily adopted with regard 
to the Indians in the neighborhood of the town, 
the growing insecurity of the Esqulmalt Road 
being daily manifested by attempts to molest pas- 
sengers, which in sonic instances have resulted in 
grievous bodily injury. 

The frequent occurrence of strife and murder 
amongst the Indians also calls for the adoption of 
immediate measures; the fact of such proceedings 
taking place in the vicinity of a civilized commu- 
nity reflecting but little credit upon the system 
pursued towards them. 

The Grand Jury also hop to call the attention of 
the authorities to the fact that the Indiana nre 
again commencing to form an encampment on the 
south side of James' Bay, and also on the ground 
north of Johnson street, and would recommend 
their immediate removal. 

The attention of the Grand Jury has been called 
to the dance house on Humboldt street (in which 
a dcanly assault was lately committed), and they 
recommend that it be at once closed. 

The Grand Jury would strongly urge upon the 
authorities the pressing necessity for the construc- 
tion of at least four more cisterns in the town — 
one at the junction of Yates and Broad s rects, 
one at the union of Johnson and Government 
streets, one in Wharf street, and one at the junc- 
tion of Fort and Douglas streets. The (irand Jury 
nre the more particular in this matter as they have 
observed, with the greatest satisfaction, the estab- 
lishment of an efficient Fire Brigade in the town, 
which, of course, would he comparatively useless 
without a plentiful supply of water. 

The Grand Jury have examined the Prison, and 
found it clean and the food wholesome. The 
number of prisoners in jail was '-iti. They think 
the Prison insecure, and would suggest that some 
practical person immediately inspect it. Some of 
the prisouers also appeared very thinly clad ; and 
the Grand Jury would advise attention to this mat- 
ter. They think it would be very desirable that a 
separato place be provided for the insane. 

The Grand Jury have to report that the Hospi- 
tal still remains destitute of funds, and difficulty 
is felt in procuring such food and neccssarty as 
the patients require ; and would suggest that the 
present is d favorable opportunity to urge the 
claims nf this colony, and solicit from Ilritish Co- 
lumbia an appropriation to defray part of the ex- 
pense incurred on account of affording an asylum 
for her indigent sick; and more particularly as, at 
the present'time, the Treasury of British Colum- 
bia is reported to be in a flourishing state, and in a 
position to liquidate her share of the debt, and 
afford relief to this useful institution. 

Since the Hospital was established, 127 patients 
have been admitted in all, 73 of whom (or nearly 
two-thirds) were from British Columbia and 64 
only from Victoria. 

They found 12 patients in the Royal Hospital, 
and in B separate building set apart for Indians, 1!. 
The condition of the inmates and the general ar- 
rangements reflect great credit upon the attending 
physician, and also upon Mr. Sceley and wife, the 
superintendents.

His Honor stated that tho case was of a grave 
nature: and in order to duicr others from the 
commission of like crimes, he should sentence him 
to three years imprisonment in the Victoria jail, 
with hard labor. 

The prisoner's countenance showed that ho was 
agreeably surprised at the mildness of his sen- 
tence, 

ROBERT NELSON KAWKUSST. 

Robert Nelson Hawhurat was next placed at the 
bar, and sentenced tu three years i nprisonment at 
hard labor in the Victoria jail, for stabbing Sin- 
gleton Kimmcl, at the dance house. 

DISCHARGED 

G. McCauley, accused of obtaining goods under 
false pretences. AVm. Stevens, imprisoned on a 
charge of being a roving vagabond, otc,, and 
Thos B. Sprttgue, charged with assaulting an 
officer, were discharged, no bills of indictment 
having been found against them by the (irand 
Jury. 

The Court then adjourned to 10 o'clock on 
Saturday morning 14th instant.

The Incendiary. 

A writer in the Boston Transcript, refer- 
ring to the frequent suspicions that (irea are 
caused by incendiaries, says: 

In our walks about town, it has occurred 
to us that the incendiary may be readily 
discovered. Some of our merchants will be 
startled to learn that he is an every day ac- 
quaintance, sometimes a useful one, in their 
counting-rooms and warehouses ; gentlemen 
who arc very respectable citizens conceal 
hiin in their vest pockets; he ma) be found 
among the luose cuppers in the pocket of 
the laborer, and even careful housekeepers 
allow him a snuu corner in drawers, anion:,' 
waste paper, bits of thread and scraps of 
cloth. 

This is the way it oecutred to us. Walk- 
ing one evening llirough one of the city 
thoroughfares, we saw a gentleman lighting 
his cigar. The lighted match, siill blazing, 
was thrown carelessly to tho ground, and i 
disappeared through the iron grating which 
formed a portion of the sidewalk. On ar- 
riving at the place, smoke was pouring up 
through, and we found a brisk little (iro 
burning merrily but mischievously, and well 
led by the scraps of paper and other sweep- 
ings from the store. A little water extin- 
guished the fire, very fortunately, for the 
sashes of the winilow of the cellar were al- 
ready a little scorched, and one or two 
broken panes were ready lo suck in the 
flames, and piles of cases stood invitingly 
near to welcome the intruder. Here was a 
case illustrating, we believe, two-thirds of 
the fires that have taken place where no 
traces of their origin have been discovered, 
and where the work of the " incendiary " 
was so clearly to be scdii, if this lartze ware- 
house, with its contents, had been destroyed, 
as they unquestionably would have been, hut 
for our timely arrival. 

Almost everybody smokes — every ambi- 
tious young man has a meerschaum or 
Woodstock to color ; on the street the gen- 
tleman burns his Havana, and on the 
wharves the day laboier pulTs away at his 
clay pipe. In the dwelling, the warehouse, 
stores, saloons, counting-rooms, and in closets 
and wardrobes, matches may be found, in 
consequence of this universal habit ol 
smoking. Constant use and familiarity have 
made people careless in handling and tie- 
stowing them. Gentlemen will put half a 
dozen matches in their vest pockety Use 
perhaps one or two id' them during the day, 
and returning home change their clothes, 
hanging up in the closet the vest containing 
in the pocket the remaining matches. A 
fire breaks out, and the house is burnt to the 
ground. The matches are forgotten, and of 
course it was tho work of an incendiary. 
The proprietor or clerk of a large establish' 
ment, wishing to indulge in a smoke now 
and then, while about his business, will 
light his cigar and throw the match away 
carelessly. There are many things that will 
catch a lire in such an establishment, and 
smoulder for hours, increasing in size, until 
a draft of w ind fans the spark into a flame, 
Many persons who have been upon our 
wharves, have seen laborers coolly leaning 
against a bale of cotton while lighting their 
pipes, combustible matter surrounding them 
in every direction. The pipe lighted, the 
match drops — no one cares where. Every- 
body carries matches Let any one who 
doubts it, stop in the Mieet, say half a dozen 
persons, and ask for a match. Wo believe 
we are not setting it too high, when we as- 
sert that live out of six will readily and 
courteously hand out the little incendiary. 

The reader will perceive thai, although 
there are men wicked enough to set fire to 
the property of others, we are of the opinion 
that such cases are extremely rare, and that 
the universal and careless use of matches 
by smokers and others, is the causo of 
nearly all the fires it is so convenient to lay 
upon the shoulders of the incendiary.

Another Attomsy General Wanted. 

During the electoral canvass, " the favor- 
ite pupil of Sir Hnuh Cairns " sought public 
favor us a Law Rtifornier. His ailmirers 
imagined him an embryo Lord Chancellor; 
the mote tsnthnsia^tic were convinced, after 
hii first effort on llie slump, that this disci- 
ple of Bentham had all his great master's 
rare qualities, with none of his defects, in 
exposing the error* and absurdities of " the 
perfection of reason " ; that within his capa- 
cious wig lay all the essays of Brougham 
and the speeches of Rumilly and Mackin- 
tosh : and that in due time he would bring 
forth from a well stored mind " things new 
and old" to alter, amoml, improve, and where 
necessary, abolish '• the wrong-repressing 
code." and tints render our criminal juris- 
prudence a model, and the boast of his con- 
stituents and the noun try Whatever noble 
d^eds as a law reformer he may yet achieve 
in our Senate, ''in search of colonial expe- 
rience," the bright and glowing vision of his 
success has latterly been dispelled, and a 
settled conviction lias taken possession of 
men's minds that he is an overrated youth. 
.Men are even steadily advancing into the 
peculiar region of Lord Eldon.as "eveilast- 
ing doublets " of Mr. Attorney General Ca- 
ry's ability eithei as a law reformer or as a 
fit person to be entrusted with the solemn 
duties of Crown prosecutor. 

Whatever shadowy doubts may have aris- 
en before the Hints case came to the tribunal 
of Justice, the hot, impulsive, wayward man- 
ner, like a spoilt boy, with which he — on an 
immaterial difference in evidence — threw up 
the case and cast loose that reprobate on so- 
ciety, they certainly, at that trial, took form 
and substance. No one would imagine for 
a moment it was other lhan an honest con- 
vietion ot the innocence of the prisoner, and 
the dubious nature of the evidence, that in- 
duced him to relinquish the case with " all 
the eccentricities of genius." Some, per- 
hups accustomed to breathe a different at- 
mosphere, or sift the motives of men more 
deeply, may have had a dim suspicion for 
a moment that former familiarity with the 
culprit had induced him to mercifully relax 
the tiuid — ofttimea cruel — determination of 
sworn prosecutors to bring criminals to con- 
dign punishment. But this was merely the 
" baseless fabric of a vision." Partaking ot 
the characteristics of " the everlasting doubt 
ers," we attributed the unexpected nolle 
prosequi to a fanciful way of distributing 
justice, which, were we at all bilious, as our 
enemies occasionally think, might be writ- 
ten down to the account of gross incapacity. 

Another bold criminal— a burglar, a rob- 
ber, a murderer (so far as intent governs 
crime) — named William Francis Birney, is 
luckily arrested at the scene of his daring 
depredations, and handed over to blind jus- 
tice to receive sentence for his crimes. 
From the manner in which the Crown 
Prosecutor accepted his plea, many were 
fully convinced that justice was indeed 
tilind. Spectators, jurors and jurists were 
aline surprised ; and no wonder. The Grand 
Jury had found an indictment against Bir- 
ney for burglary and for shooting with in- 
tent to commit murder. Tne evidence on 
his commitment supports the indictment. 
The scars of the two Pid wells, and the tes- 
timony of Rohson, prove the discharge of a 
revolver; and yet thin man — with skeleton 
keys and nippers on his person — with Ron- 
son's money in his pocket, having p-evious- 
Ijr; in the dead hour of night, threatened 
Jliss Pidwell's life, and subsequently 
wounded her father in discharging his 
pistol — when called to plead, pleaded guilty 
of burglary, but 110/ guilty of shooting with 
in. cut to kill. To the aslouishrnent of all, 
the learned and capable Atlornoy-General 
quashes the seeoud count, and more heinous 
charge of the indictment, and accepts the 
plea of the prisoner. This is the self-called 
Law Reformer; the disciple of Jeremy Ben- 
tham, and not of Jeremy Diddler; the sworn 
prosecutor of the Crown ; the man to whom 
Gov. Douglas, in behalf of the Crown, but 
with censurable disregard 10 the rights of 
the local bar, committed the chief duty of 
meting out justice to offenders against our 
Jaws. Of what use are evidence and Grand 
Jurors, if such latitude in prosecuting be 
allowed ! Belter at once abolish that ano- 
maly, the Grand Jury, and grant a carte 
blanche to the Attorney-General to liberate 
or incarcerate criminals at his pleasure. 

No house or home — neither life, nor prop- 
erty, nor female chastity — will be safe from 
the depredations of villains, if such repre- 
hensible conduct Is not exposed and de- 



! nounced. The very prestige of British law, 
which has exerted a wholesome influence 
in repressing; the commission of crime in 
this colony since 1858, will vanish, and the 
community will be flooded with criminals, 
except such aggravated attempts to take 
the lives of our citi Kens in the dead hour of 
night meet their due deserts at the hands of 
justice. VVe have no wish to be uncharit- 
able, but the grave nature of the charges 
against the man Birney, and the palpable 
dereliction of duty on the part of the sworn 
law officer of the Crown, compels us 
to warn the community against trusting 
criminal prosocutiuns in inexperienced 
hands ; and induces us in some measure to 
attribute the shirking of a solemn public 
duty to an inexcuseable wish toavcid addi- 
tional trouble. 

We are not of that number who advocate 
severity of punishment as the surest means 
to tepress crime ; we do, however, firmly 
believe that Birney has escaped without his 
deserts. Certainty of punishment with mild 
penalties are far more likely lo allord secu- 
rity to life and property than severity ; but 
Birney 'a case only sets an example of light 
penalties, and uncertainty, — and thus opens 
the doorway for burglars to threaten and 
shoot in otder the more easily to escape with 
their plunder. The appointment of another 
Attorney General, with less pretensions, but 
more experience, would not prove an unwel- 
come boot;. 1 



Latino the Corner Stone of Saint 
Joun's Church --The ceremony of laying the 
cornerstone of St. John's Episcopal Church, 
on Douglas street, was witnessed yesterday 
afternoon by a large number of persons, and 
the interest manifested by all present speaks 
well for the religious sentiment of the com- 
munity. The exercises commenced with 
reading the usual "forms" of the Church 
for such occasions — printed copies of which 
had been furnished the congregation— by 
the Rev. Mr. Cridge and the Rev. Mr. Dun- 
das, followed by a hymn ; an impressive 
appeal lo the Most High to bless the work, 
was then otf'ered up by His Lordship, Bishop 
of Columbia; after which His Excellency, 
Governor Douglas, advanced and laid the 
corner-stone, depositing in the cavity a small 
■ tone-china jar^oontaining several articles of 
interest and value. Upon the conclusion of 
his labors, His Excellency delivered a short 
address, expressing his confidence in the 
future well-being and permanent establish- 
ment of religious institutions in our land. 
The Lord Bishop replied in an appropriate 
manner, and drew a bright picture of the 
future, prophesying that in a few years the 
present vacant lots would be covered with 
buildings, and the trackless streets of to-day 
would be filled by a large and thrifty popu- 
lation. The congregation was then dis- 
missed with a blessing, and the band from 
H. M. S. Topaz (which was in attendance) 
played " God save the Queen," as the vast 
concourse departed for their homes. 

Censure. — The Coroner's jnry in the 
case of Edward Jones, tho man who died 
on Waddillgton alley, on Thursday last, 
censured the policeman having him in 
charge very severely, for not promptly sum- 
mon ing medical aid, and for having carried 
the body in a rough or careless manner to 
the station house. Scarcely a day or night 
passes without one or more dead-drunk men 
being found in the streets, and the police 
are compelled to adopt the most speedy 
measures to remove llie inebriate from the 
public gaze. The ofiicer was not able lo 
discover any difference between the body- 
before him and that of a man in a helpless 
slate of intoxication ; so, he very naturally 
called two Indians, and they packed the 
body to the station-house, just as hundreds 
of other drunkards have been carried ever 
since Victoria became a town. It was the 
officer's misfortune — not his fault — that the 
man died on his way to jail; and as to 
calling a physician, we are certain that if 
he hud supposed for a moment that the 
deceased was very ill, he would have sum- 
moned one before conveying him to tho 
station house. 

Thb Old Graveyard. — The old grave- 
yard, at the corner of Douglas and Johnson 
streels, has lost its fence, and the graves 
are only protected from the tread of tho 
unthinking wayfarer by 11 slight wooden 
railing, which marks the resting places of 
the pioneers of civilisation in this Colony, 
I who died far away from home and kindred. 
While we are caring for the spiritual and 
temporal wants of the living, let us not for- 
get that there is a duty which we owe to 
I the dead, and provide a suitable plot of 
I ground whore their dust may remain undis- 
turbed until tho end of time.

Sinuular Death. — On Thursday morn- 
ing, about six o'clock, a man named Edward 
Jones, who has been employed as a cook at 
one ol the lighthouses in the vicinity of ibis 
harbor, entered the Chinese restaurant on 
Waddington Alley, in a stale of intoxication, 
and commenced to toss things about. Two 
Chinamen immediately seized the man, put 
him out into the street, and called Police 
oliicer Robinson, who arrested him, and at- 
tempted tn take him to the Station House. 
Jones resisted, and the policeman released 
his hold lo procure assistance, when the for- 
mer suddenly dropped to the ground as if he 
had boeu shot, striking the back of his head 
with great violence on the street planking, 
and lay to all appearance dead. The police- 
man obtained the assistance of two Indians, 
who carried him to the Station House, where 
it, was discovered that life bail fled. Coro- 
ner Dickson impanneled a jury on Thursday 
afternoon, and the Chinamen were arresled 
and locked up. Several witnesses were ex- 
amined who saw the affray. Dr. Trimble 
made a partial examination of the body, and 
testified that he discovered no external 
marks sufficient to cause death ; and gave 
as his opinion that the man had died from 
excessive drinking. After a long and par- 
lient examination, the jury rendered, a verdict 
yesterday, to the effect that deceased came 
to his death from injuries received by a fall ; 
the said lull having caused a concussion of 
llie brain ; and the jury also censured llie 
policeman lor not procuring medical aid im- 
mediately, as well as for allowing the body 
to be carried in n rough manner lo Ihu Sta- 
tion House. The two Chinamen were dis- 
charged upon the rendition of llie verdict. 

" Peace Rkions in Warsaw." — The 
Hyder and Flathead tribes of Indians have 
buried the hatchet at last, and peace and 
quietnesa prevails in the neighborhood of 
the various villages.

The Price of Two Potatoes in 1805. 

The following anecilote of llie first Napo- 
leon is lelatecl in a letter from a correspond- 
ent, who was a considerable time in the 
French Military service, and who vouches 
for its authenticity : 

The evening before the battle of Ulm, 
when Napoleon the First in company with 
Marshal Berthier, was walking incognito 
through the camp, and listening to the talk 
of his soldiers, he saw in a group not far off, 
a Grenadier ol the Guard, who was roasting 
some potatoes in the ashes. 

" 1 should like a roasted potatoe above all 
things'! said the Emperor to the Marshal, 
" ask the owner of them if he will sell one." 

In obedience to tlie order, Berthier ad- 
vanced to the group, and asked to whom 
the potatoes belonged ? A Grenadier 
stepped forward and said, " they are mine." 

" Will you sell me one," inquired Ber- 
thier. 

I have only five," said the Grenadier, 
"anil that is hardly enough for my supper." 

" I will give you two Napoleons if you 
will sell," continued Berthier. 

" I don't want yonr gold," said the Grena- 
dier; 1; I shall be killed, perhaps, to-morrow, 
and I don't want the enemy to find me with 
an empty stomach." 

Berthier reported the soldier's answer to 
the Emperor, who was standing a little in 
the back-ground. 

" Let us see if I shall be luckier than 
you," said tlie latter, and going closo up to 
the Grenadier, he asked him if he would 
sell liim a potatoe. 

" Nut by a long shot," answered the 
Ground ier, " I have not enough for myself." 

" But you may set your own price," said 
Napolesn, "come, I am hungry, and have 
not eaten anything to-day," 

,! 1 tell you I have not enough for myself," 
repealed the Grenadier, "besides all that, 
do you think I don't know you in spite ot 
your ilisguiso ?" 

i: Who am I then ?" enquired Napoleon. 

l; Bah !" said the Grenadier, '' the Little 
Corporal as they call you, am I right V 

" Well, since you know me," said Napo- 
leon, will you sell me a potatoe !" 

" Xo," said the Grenadier, " but if you 
w ill have me come and dine with you when 
we go back to Fans, you may take supper 
with me to-night." • 

" Done," said Napoleon, " on the word of 
a Little Corporal — on the word of an Em- 
peror." 

" Well, and good," said tlie Grenadier, 
''our potatoes ought to be done oy this 
lime; there are two large ones, the rest I'll 
eat myself." 

Tin: Emperor sat down and eat his pota- 
toes an I then returned with Berthier to In- 
tent merely remarking, " the roguo is a good 
soldier I'll' wager." 

Two months afterwards Napoleon the 
Great, was in the midst of a briliant court 
at the palace of the Tuilleries, and was just 
sitting down to dine, when word was 
brought him, that a Grenadier was without 
trying to loroe the guard a', the door, saying 
that he had been invited by thu Emperor. 
" Tell him to come in" said his Majesty. 

The soldier entered, presented aims, and 
said to '.he Emperor, " do you remember 
once having slippered with we oil my roast 
potatoes." 

" Oh ! is that you ; yes, yes, I remem- 
ber," said the Emperor, ''and so you have 
come to dine with me, have you? Rustan, 
lay another cover on your table for this 
brave fellow." f 

Again the Grenadier presented arms, and 
said, " A Grenadier of the Guard does not 
eat with lackeys, your Majesty told me I 
should dine with you ; that was the bargain, 
and trusting to vour word I have come 
hither."
